Thursday's flight, Captain Lang added, 
had boon contemplated for some time. 
For that reason he and his colleague had 
remained strict teetotallers, and had not 
nilalged in a smoke for weoks, The 
Inachine they used was a De Havilland 
bombing machine, fitted with a 400 hop 
Napier engine, which took off al halt 
past eleven in the anoruing ina gue of 
wind, Captain Lang and his co league 
were specially clothed for the oreayion, 
and the necessity of two pairs of ilk 
sucks, three pairs af stookings, thigh 
boots Jined with Lunbswuol, thicl under 
clothing, three swenters, am Arctic suit 
bned wilh fur, a Balaclava, and fur- 
hed cap, goggles Lined with cotton wool, 
electrically bined gloves, with  guantlet, 
ado ao muffler round was indicated hy 
the fact that. when the machine reached 
an altitude af $0,200 fret there was about 
Today. of Frost . 

“DProring the first 4,000 feat the machine 
tossed about like a leaf,” continued Cap 
tain Lang, “but afterwards we settled 
down to far mere comfortable flying. 
(ienerally we climb by taking big sweep: 
ing circles, bub we sere biown out of 
our course, ad when we were six, miles 
up we were abuul uwenly five miles out 
at sea off Yarmouth.” 

Invited ta state what were the 
ling conditions at that height, Captain 
Lang said: “The aun was shining 
brightly, and although it waa wo ittde 
hazy I could ace ships, far away out ab 
sea, and occasionally caught glimpses of 
the Thames. Pohad a small glass shield

eye, but there was no shield ‘for 
the teft, the gun on the machine prevent 
ing one heimg fixed, At 2,ov0ft. f tad tw

Lt was lucky 1 did so, for 
Lieutenant Blowes, unknown to me, had 
collapsed at 20,000ft. through the break- 
age of the Lule which was supplying him 
with oxygen from one of the two eylind- 
ers which were specially fitted. for the 
flight. Without the atmosphoric tem: 
yeratures the test would have bean worth- 
loss. At 27,000ft. we got into & very 
buoipy atmosphere, being so tossed alu 
that the machine beens uncontrol ble, 
At %,000ft. | felt a shortage of oxygen, 
and I signalled, as pre-arranged, Ww the 
pilot for more, JL was then T found out 
that he was unconscious and had been 
go, ax I afterwards discovered, for some 
time. He had fallen back in an attempt 
tw pass a note to me 1 inanaged to 
nang on till we reached 30,500ft., when 
the petrol pressure pumps behind the 
tnaine ceased to work owing to the 
rurification of the air, The temperature 
was then equal to about 70deg. of frost 
Fahrenheit.” . 

Speaking of the descent, Captain Lang 
said. the Bret 10,000ft. ocoupied twenty- 
five minutes when he was woll off Yar- 
mouth. ‘There was then a hurricane of 
wind blowing from 150 to 170 miles an 
hour. At 20,000ft, the observer regained 
consciousness. The two airtnen suffered 
badly from frost on the hands and faov. 
Lieut. Blowes, who is only 19, and has 
been in the Air Force one and 
years, has perious injuries to his hands, 
which are vory painful, Captain Lang, 
who has been flying sineo 1915, ip very 
keen on experimental work, and! while 
delighted with his performance, Fegards 
it as little more than part of ap ordinary 
day’s work,

Tho -yic- 
tories of the British Ar werd lonly 
made possible by the stendfaatncas 0 ths 
country, which wag brought about by the 
influence of the newspnpers. ‘ oo

thing about Count Karolyi sx attitude is 
that he seems ta think that the mere fact 
that be is at the head of affanrea in Hun 
ary is in itself sufficient to wipe oul his 
country's share of responsibilty for the 
war, and be an adequate cuneude for any 
thing she may have done diring the whole 
canrse of hostilities, Also he scetuy ta 
think that the points at issue are callers 
for quile amicable and detached urrange 
ments between Hungary and ibe Aldea, 
and that the claiins a the former are 
entitled to much greater consideration 
than those of either Rumania, Serbia, 
uy Bohemia. Apparently he imagines 
that international politics are still m the 
stage at which they stood at the Congress 
of Vieuna, and that the interests of 
dynasties and convenience ur dignity of 
diplomatists and governors are of Iare 
importance than the rights of peoples 
His opening remark is very illuminning, 
on the Jatter point, af any rate: 

“Unless the Aatenfe are prepared to 
make things easy for Hungary my posi 
tiun aa Prime Minister becumes absolutely 
impossible,” said Cvunt Karolyi at) the 
very outset of the interview, and all 
through it he appears te think that his 
personal position should weigh quite as 
much with the Peace Conference as 
‘national rights and clams. The personal 
arrogance and self importaver of the 
Hungarian magnate are just as geeat as 
they are in the, Prussian Junker. They 
have been so long accustomed to domina 
tion that they find it impossible be 
realise that the day for that has passed. 

Most of the intervie cansiated of long 
uleag on the part of Count Karolyi on 
half of tho claims of Hungary and 
himself, And bis ground for thin was 
thal Hungary was a eaceful, kindly 
Btate, full of love and admiration for the 
reat Western democracies, who war 
forced to Lake part in schemes that were 
entirely distasteful to her by the over. 
whelming presence of wicked Berlin and 
Vienna. rg this is true no nation ever 
euceecded jn more completely dissetubling 
ibs attitude than did Hungary so Tong as 
victory scemed possible to the Central 
Powers. 


AN BASY WICTIM 

“ Hungary,” he declared, “never nad 
any clear ideas of foreign johiey, and 
fall an easy vielim to masterful men like 
4} Count Tisza, who, by means of an intoler. 
able and one-sided electoral system, was 
able to secure the mecessiury authority to 
enforce bis views.” 

When reminded that Hungary had 
seemed, at any mabe, Ww give an enthusias- 
tic approval te the war, ant the methods 
by whheb it was carried on by the Central 
Powers, Count Karolyi admitted that a 
certain amount of noisy approval was 
given, ‘but,’ be added, “even then Ue 
real, if uncxprossed, feeling of the mass 
of the peuple was on the side of their 
dear old friends, England and France. 
It was the policy of neglect which Eng 
land, in particular, adupted towards us 
that threw us inte the arms of Germany. 
British diplamatists always looked at 
Hungary through Viennese spectacles 
while the Germang tried ty understasil 
us, But, in spite of thal, we always 
looked to the Western democracies for 
inspiration, rather than to Imperialist 
Germany. This should be remembered to 
us in the day of our distress”’ Tho 
Count then went on ta point to his own 
record during the war, which, he claimed, 
was oboe of open hostility towards Ger- 
many and German ideals. 

Asked what were the principal points 
on which Hungur. would claun special 
consideration at the Peace Conference, 
Count Karolyi replied: ‘' Transylvania 
and an outlet to the sea."’ “ Hungary,” 
he said, “cannot live without a seaport. 
One of the causes of the war was that 
Berbia, way cut off from the sea, and if 
Hungary is not given a port, in my 
opinion the aceds of a new war wil} inevit- 
ably be sown. Hungary will not consent 
to isvlation. Bohemia is in the same 
position as we are. It is an inland State 
and if the Bntente give Bohemia an outlet 
to the ses if cannot refuse one to us also. 
A little good-will, and perhaps some 
pressure on Jugo-Slavia and laty., is all 
that is need to give us satisfaction. 

PROBLEM OF TRANSYLVANIA. 

“With regard to Transylvania," con- 
tinued Count Karolyi, ‘I deny that any 
problem exists. Rumunia has no rea) 
claim to Tronslyvania. The Rumaniun 
population there is in a considerable 
minority, and the country has been a prt 
of Hungary for centuries. — Besides, if 
Rumanian pretensions tw Transylvania 
are granted, it means the economic ruin 
of Hungary. We would, of course, be 
prepared to grant a lurge measure of 
autonomy to Transylvania, but we could 
never consent to the satisfaction of 
Rumanian claims. 

“The policy of the Rumanians, 
Ceechs, and Jugo-Slava ix creating a 
dangerous situation by their continuous 
violation of Hungarian territory. They 
eck to create fatts acevmpli instead of 
waiting for the decision of tho Peneo 
Conference, “ Surely,’ he plaintively ask- 
ed, “the present Hungarian Governmont 
descrvos every consideration from tho 
Entente! Wo have reverned the policy of 
Count Tisra, and are ready to make 
nmonds for our past failings. Besides, 
my own record should surely help my 
country in hor hour of dintross. 7 the 
Futente doprives us of Transylvania, 
Blovakia, ond Jugo-Binvia, anr reduces 
Hungary to Budapest and the Hungnrian 
pinio, it will be quito imponsible for us 

nn indspendont, solf-aupporting 
nation. Wo shall bo forred to resumo 
ution with Austria, or, worse atill, eck 
salvation in the Gorman Confederation.”

THE HOUSING PROBLEM. 

Two problems at present confront the 
domestic-loving Englishman, One isi 
the shortage of housing accommodation ; 
the other, the dearth of servants. As re- 
gurds houses, the problem is so acute that! 
it may be described as having reached. 
the stage of crisis, Not only in London, 
but all over the country, couples are | 
compelled to defer their entry inte the 
holy state of matrimony because it is im- 
possible to find dwellings, The explana- 
tion is that during the war building 
ceased. Since 1915 no house could be 
orected without a Government permit; 
and, added to this, the enhanced cost of 
materiale—from 300 to 400 per cent. at 
least—cffectually stopped: private enter- 
prise. We are therefore faced with a 
house famine. It is so widespread and 
urgent that the Prime Minister has put 
housing in the very forefront of his pro- 
gramme of Re-construction. Housing tho 
people ia to be the business of the Btate. 

Meanwhile rents are being raised to an 
enormous degree, It is usual for a 
tenant whose lease has expired to be offer- 
ed the alternative to buy the house at o 
ridioulously inflated prioe, or pay extra 
rent up to a 60 per cent. increase. Even 
80, be is more fortunate than many whose 
houses aro sold ‘‘ over their heads.” Mw 
someone desirous of occupying tho pro- 
perty, and in such cases the first intimu 
tion that anything, has hoppened ia u 
peremptory notice to quit.

Tn the early days of its conerption, 
some of its most ardent enthusiasts began 
fo predict ity becoming in due time an 
important industrial factor rather than 
a mere object of pleasure for adventurous 
persons, Bome even wen, so far as to 
predict the eventual crossing of the ocean 
and taking from our vegular liners their 
profitable business, at a fulure date, Of 
course. such predictions were reeeived 
with sneerg by the average man, who re 
warded their makers ag on the road to 
the funatic asyhun, Rodman Wana 
maker, however, wag not one uf the 
‘ordinary men,’ He honestly believed 
in the possibility of the prediction being 
confirmed, and he ordered the building 
of an acroplane designed for the special 
service of crossing the Atlantic. This 
wag before the breaking out of (he world 
war, just happily closed, and his plans 
were interfered with by the opening of 
hostilities, The idea wag never abandon- 
ed, however, and aeroplanes have been 
built and are still building with the idea 
of some day putting the question to the 
teat by launching a {rans-Aidlantic (rip 
which, it is estimated, will require about 
31 hours of continuous flying, 

Now that the censorship has been re- 
moved it is possible to reveal detail, of 
the boat Which wag built by the Curtiss 
Company, and in which a few weeks 
ago, Lieut. David MeCulough carried 
fifty men from the Navy station. in a 
flight along the Atlantiv coast, which ix 
declared to have been one of the first 
examples of the great craft designed at 
some future day, to rival the ocean liner 
and the railway train, 

The machine, which is tho larges, of 
its kind in the world, was designed for 
the Navy, by Glenn E. Curtiss, Some of 
the amazing dimensions of the colopsal 
flying boat are as follows: upper wing 
from tip to tip, 126 feet; the chord, pr 
depth of the wings, 12feet; the Bap be. 
tween the upper and lower wings, 12 
feet; and from the tip of the boat to 
the tail, the machine measures 70 feet. 
The boat, which is known an the Curtiss 
N.G. 1., can carry anfficient gasolene to 
stay alofy thirteen hours, and make 
eighty miles an hour. In spite of its 
tremendous size, and heavy weight, it can 
rise to oa height of 2.000 feet in ten 
minutes, The Curtiss V, C. 1. is similar 
in design to the American, designed by 
Mr, Curtiss for Mr. Wanamaker which, 
of course, on account of the war, did not 
achieve its mission, that of traversing 
the Atlantic. we 

On thia wonderful boat are a dining 

room, state rvoms, and other accommoda. 
tions for the convenience of passengers 
in the hull, which is supported by three 
planes, with a 420-foot wing spread. The 
power is furnished by six motors, of 
1,600 horsepower each, except the central 
one, or in all 10,000 horsepower. The hull 
containing the passenger compartments 
ia built on steam-line basis, resembling 
that of a eulphur-bottomed whaler, and 
ig arranged to accommodate 85 persons, 
besides the crew of fifteen men, a total 
of 16,000 pounds allowing 700 pounds for 
aupplies and fuel for the cighteen-hour 
run, 
“A corporation hag already been formed 
to manage a flying boat service across 
the Atlantic. Bonts will leave Battery 
Park, New’ York City, at 7 a.m.. arrive 
at New Foundland at 6.20 p.m, the same 
day, and leave at 5.40 arriving at Queens. 
town at 11.40 the next morning. They 
will leave Queenstown for London, at 
noon, reaching there at 3 p.m, The 
mileage covered is 3,456, and the time 
consumed by the trip is 31 hours. Ar 
rangementa have been made for the aerial 
liners Etherie, Wave Creat and Silver 
Lining. Accommodation will be limited 
to eighty-five persons and the maximum 
baggage allowed will be 20 pounds each. 
Trunks and effects will be forwarded by 
fast ateamehip service to destination, and 
no animals will be transported, 

Of course, nothing definite enn bo an- 
nounced in regard to this proposed new 
method of transportation, : A thousand 
difficulties -ag yet unecen- May interfere 
with its- being established. But of the 
progress of the scionce of ‘ ploughing 
through the air for many business pur 
posta in the future, it may safely bo 
agumed that the flying bont has come to 
stay and will leave a Jasting mark’ on 
the history: of the country.

THE EVILS OF BOLSHEVISM. 
. BRITISH-RUBSIAN CLUB. 


The Earl of Denbigh presided over a 
largely-attended dinner, held in the 
Connaught Rooms, under the auspices of 
the British-Russian Club, to welcome a 
Russian delegation, which had come to 
Great Britain to explain the meaning 
and import of Bolshevism. 


Matters in Russia, Lord Denbigh 
remarked, had gone from bad to worse 
until the world was confronted with « 
condition of thinga which could only be 
described as a direct threat to modern 
civilisation. (Hear, hear.) In Great 
Britain, unfortunately, too few people 
had the smallest appreciation of the real 
state of affairs, or the smallest idea of 
what Bolshevism meant. Bolshevism was 
threatening in overy civilised: country ; it 
was the very negation of liberty. It could 
only be described: as a sample of the most 
abominable tyranny that ever was inflict 
ed upon mankind. They should not let 
the poison, which had grown up in Rus. 
sia, gradually creep over Europe until 
it engulfed! the whole of civilisation, 
(Cheers. ) 

Mr, Gourko said Russia not only gave 
all she had to the Allied cause, but even 
persisted in wishing to do su when she 
was completely exhausted and had no 
more forces left. Rusia obliged Ger 
many to keep her troops on the Russian 
front till October, 1917. The fact was 
that Germany did not conquer Russia on 
the battlefield. Russia foughi to the last, 
and it was only when the Russian ruling 
power was overthrown, by German cun- 
ning and treachery, that Russia caine out 
of the war. But Russia never surren- 
dered to Germany. (Hear, hear.) As 
to Bolshevism, he would | not try to 
describe the horrors of that réyime. 
They were generally well known. The 
Russian people were rather a strange 
nation, often thinking not before, but 
after, doing something. (Hear, hear, 
and Jaughter.) That was probably one 
of the reasons why they made a revolu-, 
tion in the name of liberty and were now 
in the fetters of tyranny. Al Russia’s 
cultured elements were pegrpuaded that 
the proton ation of the Bolshevik régime 
would lead to the darkest reaction, and 
they asked for the help of the Allies in 
bringing about the reconstruction of 
order in their country. (Hear, hear.) 
All England’s past, ail British history, 
proved that the British people, in modern 

as in olden iimes, were the most chivalrous 
people of Christendom, and’ that there 
always were more than enough English 
boys ready to unsheath their gallant 
swords for a righteous cause. (Hear, 
hear.) Once the real position in Rus- 
sia wae made absolutely clear, once the 
real character of the Bolsheviks was com- 
pletely unveiled, he was certain that Eng- 
and would respond! to the appeal of a 
friend in dire need, and would find 
eficctual means of tearing Russia out of 
the straits in which she for the moment 
was, (Cheers.) 

Mr. Titoff appealed to Great Britain 
to assist Russia, in the present unequad 
struggle, by sending Materials to carry on 
the fight against. Bolshevism, 

Mr. 1. Urqubart, proposing the feast [ 
of “The Guesta,’’ complained of the 
ignorance of the British Government’ in 
regard to Russian affairs. In this con- 
nection the Government hadi to be educat- 
ed. Hitherto there had been a lot of 
sham sentiment and a lot of ignorance; 
#6 & Matter of fact, the Government 
not tried to realise the situation. His 
suggestion was that the Labour party 
should be appealed to. Then both the 
Government and the Army would have a 
backing. If the Labour party would 
only support Russia at present the world 
would be much nearer peace than if Rus- 
sia was allowed to stew in her own juice:; 
(Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Nabokoff, responding, said Russia 
still remained a Dent Power’ All 
patriotic Russians considered’ themselves | 
allies of these countries which had con- 
eluded a pact that they would not make 
4& separate peace with Germany. 
(Cheors.) The war was started 
many with the one object—Berlin to 
Baghdad. It was the main interest of 
Great Britain and Russia that another
